Field Comment : It will be recalled it is RUB IN whom CATISADE 

has consistently designated as head of the intelligence activities 
of SNB. Now, according to CAi ISADS 1 s most recent information, 
RUBIN* s department has ‘been taken over by Cart, Pavel Maximovich 
LOZNEVY. LOZNEVY (cf KGB -4189/B SC-797 /spelled LOZNFVOI/ and 
MGB-4846/B SC-846) has not hitherto been a person of apparent 
importance in the SNB hierarchy. Formerly head of the Article 
Service, LOZNEVY fra s not even listed in the SNB telephone 
directory reported on in MGB-4837/BSC-845. 

In September 1947 CAKISADE predicted RUBIN would be 
replaced by T^KTAKOVSKY (cf subparagraph 2m below), and RUBIN 
would leave SNB to study, wliat has now happened, however, 
according to CAi ISADE. is that LOZNKVY has replaced RUBIN, 
with RUBIN remaining in the department in a subordinate position, 
and TARTAKOVSKY, although not a member of the department, 
exercising a general authority over it. According to CATISADE, 
who now calls the department the "SNB Abwehr", LOZNEVY and the 
other members of RUBIN 1 s former department are engaged in 
espionage against non-Russians in Germany, while TAI.TaKOVSKY 
is interested primarily in Russians*
